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MARKET  REVIEW 


As  the  end  of  the  year  approaches  ,  the  sugar  supply  situation  for  the 
United  States  remains  essentially  unchanged.  Assuming  a  normal  vol- 
ume of  deliveries  by  refiners  during  December  (the  1960-62  average 
was  525,000  tons)  their  quota  stocks  at  the  end  of  this  year  are  expected 
to  completely  fill  all  of  their  available  storage  facilities.  The  year's 
imports  are  expected  to  exceed  4,600,000  tons.  Total  charges  to  quotas 
made  up  of  imports  and  marketings  by  domestic  areas  will  approximate 
10,350,000  tons  --  or  about  600,000  tons  more  than  total  sugar  con- 
sumption (including  refining  loss). 

In  addition  to  that  large  increase  in  quota  stocks  at  the  end  of  1963,  ad- 
ditional large  quantities  of  sugar  are  available  from  the  record  main- 
land beet  and  cane  crops  now  being  processed.  The  Crop  Reporting 
Board  on  November  10  noted  that  for  the  fifth  consecutive  month  pros- 
pects for  the  beet  sugar  crop  had  improved  during  October  --  this  time 
the  improvement  amounted  to  about  three  percent.  No  change  occurred 
during  October  with  respect  to  crop  prospects  in  the  mainland  cane  area. 
The  sugar  beet  harvest  is  now  nearing  completion  in  most  parts  of  the 
country  but  processing  will  continue  well  into  next  year  from  the  sugar 
beets  piled  at  factory  sites  .  The  Louisiana  cane  harvest  is  now  about 
two-thirds  completed  and  is  well  underway  in  Florida. 

The  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  of  the  Department,  on  November  26 
noted  that  on  the  basis  of  final  data  the  1962-63  crop  at  about  55  million 
tons  was  almost  a  half  million  tons  larger  than  its  earlier  estimate.  The 
1963-64  crop  is  expected  to  be  3  . 7  million  tons  larger  than  the  1962-63 
crop  and  is  expected  to  total  58.7  million  tons  .  Production  increases 
are  notable  in  the  United  States,  western  Europe,  eastern  Europe  (ex- 
cluding the  USSR),  India,  the  Philippines,  South  Africa,  Mauritius  and 
Argentina.   Production  is  expected  to  be  down  in  the  USSR  and  in  Cuba. 

On  November  5  Secretary  Freeman  announced  that  he  would  recommend 
legislation  which  would  enable  the  domestic  areas  to  market  additional 
sugar  in  1964.  This  step  is  being  taken  to  reduce  the  United  States  need 

for  sugar"  imports  next  year  and  to  relieve  pressure  on  world  and  do- 
mestic sugar  prices,  both  of  which  still  are  at  levels  well  above  normal. 
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The  price  of  world  sugar  declined  from  12.4  cents  per  pound  at  the  be- 
ginning of  November  to  1 1  cents  as  of  end  of  November.  The  duty  paid 
price  for  raw  sugar  delivered  in  the  United  States  dropped  from  10.25 
cents  at  the  beginning  of  November  to  9.30  cents  as  of  the  end  of  the 
month.  Presumably  this  price  reaction  reflected  the  gradual  reapprais- 
al of  earlier  exaggerated  reports  on  the  extent  of  the  damage  wrought 
by  Hurricane  Flora  to  the  Cuban  sugarcane  crop. 

On  November  26  refined  cane  sugar  prices  were  reduced  in  some  terri- 
tories and  quoted  prices  on  November  30  were  as  follows:

Cuba  has  been  actively  engaged  in  committing  sugar  from  the  1962-63 
crop  to  free  world  destinations  -  notably  Japan,  Spain,'  Morocco,  Italy 
and  the  United  Kingdom.  These  commitments  already  exceed  900,000 
short  tons . 

According  to  the  recently  published  National  Economy  of  the  USSR , 
1962 ,  Soviet  sugar  stocks  were  increased  by  about  13  percent  during  the 
calendar  year  1962.  These  newly  published  data  suggest  that,  contrary 
to  some  previously  circulated  estimates,  Soviet  sugar  consumption  in 
1962  was  between  6.7  and  6.9  million  metric  tons,  refined  equivalent, 
or  from  one-third  to  one-half  million  metric  tons  below  the  1961  level.

1.  October  1963  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption, 
990,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  u£  about  32,000  from 
September  1963  and  up  163,000  tons  from  October  1962.  January-Octo- 
ber 1963  deliveries  8,424,000  short  tons,  raw  value ,  up  about  271  , 000 
tons  from  the  January-October  1962  period.  Final  data  for  September 
1963  deliveries  958,000  -  previously  published  preliminary  as  945,000 
tons  . 


2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  November  3,  1963  were  1,249,524 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  u£  65,000  tons  from  a  year  ear- 
lier and  up  227 , 000  tons  from  end  September  1963.
